Flagpole Gets a Facelift 
By Mick Colageo 

Some of the repairs made in 2007 that set the 90- 
foot high flagpole in Shipyard Park in solid stead finally 
yielded to the elements last week, resulting in an upper 
section being disassembled for further examination. 

“There was a problem with one of the pulleys 
at the top of the pole,” said Mattapoisett Highway 
Superintendent Barry Denham. 

“Unfortunately, it became bound, so it wasn’t 
able to go up any further a month ago — we had to take it 
down,” said Mattapoisett Harbormaster Jamie McIntosh, 
who began overseeing the maintenance of flags for the 
town last summer. “There was nothing left in the bearings 
in the metal that holds the pulley together; it was binding 
on the line. It was able to go down but not up. We were 
able to take it down, a relatively quick fix, all in one day 
running around to different vendors in Mattapoisett and 
New Bedford.” 

Last week’s repairs removed the flagpole one 
more step from the flagpole’s initial days at Shipyard 
Park, originally a second life for the old wooden mast 
from the whaling ship Wanderer. A segment of that

original mast hangs in the Mattapoisett Museum barn that 
stores several other artifacts, including other Wanderer 
wood found in commemorative pens issued by the 
Mattapoisett Historical Society and on the gavel used by 
the town’s Board of Selectmen. 

According to McIntosh, former Selectmen Ray 
Andrews and Freddy Brownell helped build the flagpole 
to what it is today. They created the base, the cylindrical 
portion of the mast that was once struck by lightning. 

The lower half of the replacement mast is steel. 
The cross tree where the upper and lower portions join 
together is made of wood, but not original wood from 
the Wanderer, as was the original flagpole that once stood 
only a dozen feet away. 

It turns out modern technology was still no match 
for Mother Nature. 

In 2007, Frank Linhares donated a giant American 
flag that was showcased on July 4 of that year. But 
according to Andrews, it was left flying for too long. “We

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had a beautiful Fourth,” said Andrews, who said the flag 
stayed up until a windy day later that year when the mast 
cracked. 

Tommy Brownell, Fred Brownell’s son, lowered 
the flag down and trucked the wooden upper piece down 
to a company in Connecticut that carbon-wrapped the 
upper mast. Andrews did the painting, and Brownell 
reassembled the pole. The carbon-fiber wrapping now on 
the pole is exponentially stronger than fiberglass, almost 
like a steel upper, according to Andrews, who says the 
lightweight material is also used on America’s Cup racing 
yachts and on F-16, 22, and 35 fighter jets. 

In warmer weather, more maintenance will be 
performed as the flagpole shows heavy wear, including 
rusted steel requiring an application of two-part epoxy 
paint that cannot cure correctly in winter temperatures.

The Marion Board of Selectmen voted 

unanimously during its March 2 meeting to turn down 
Diane Bondi Pickles’ proposal of a memorial bench in 
honor of her late husband Raymond Pickles that she 
would donate and set near the Harbormaster’s office at 
her own expense.

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Marion, and Wareham Regional Refuse Disposal 
District director, passed away on December 19, 2020, 

at age 86, while he faced six criminal felony counts of 
Grand Larceny for allegedly stealing $675,000 from the 
CMWRRDD. The CMWRRDD later dropped its civil 
suit against the surviving defendants on April 15, 2020, 
of which Bondi Pickles was one; the criminal case was 
dismissed after Pickles’ death. 

In publicly reading a letter she had sent the 
board prior to the meeting, Bondi Pickles emphasized 
her late husband’s 47 years of public service to the Town 
of Marion, including his 29 years as town administrator. 
“Ray loved this town,” she said, citing testimonials. 

Selectman Norm Hills, who served as treasurer 
of the CMW district for Marion’s final three years of 
membership, referenced “significant irregularities” and 
said, “Based on that, I’m not inclined to agree to this 
request.” 

Bondi Pickles asked Hills to be more specific, 
arguing that her husband was only accused and that the 
case never went to trial. Furthermore, she said she was 
the victim of slander. “I lost my job, I had to resign,” she 
stated. 

Hills agreed that the CMW was a very complex 
financial undertaking but said, “A lot of money missing 
when Ray was involved,” calling Pickles “captain of the 
ship at the time.” Hills said, “In the early years, Ray did 
an amazing job, but in the last three years...” Hills was 
interrupted at that point. 

Neither Selectman John Waterman nor Chairman 
Randy Parker offered comment, but all three voted against 
the proposal. 

In his Town Administrator’s Report, Jay McGrail 
publicly announced that DPW Director David Willett 
plans to retire on May 14, 2021; Willett will stay part-time 
through June 25 to help with the transition process and 
continue assisting with several large capital projects. He 
also said he would remain available on a consulting basis 
should the need arise. Willett started with Marion in April 
2019. McGrail said he would start the process of finding a 
replacement within the next few weeks.

On February 25, the selectmen met publicly to 
view BHB engineering representative Scott Damelio’s 
presentation of a solution for Hiller Street parking 
problems. The plan under consideration maintains two- 
way traffic on the street but limits parking via diagonally 
striped areas marked along both sides of the road. 

In a public hearing, the selectmen voted to 
approve the application of Ansel’s Cafe, LLC, 403 County 
Road, for an on-premises license to sell all alcohol. “We 
don’t have a full bar or anything like that,” said owner 
Elizabeth Carter, who said all servers are over age 18. 
Ansel’s Cafe is open from 9:00 am to 3:00 pm Tuesday- 
Sunday. McGrail told the selectmen that, with Ansel’s 
approval, Marion still has four available liquor licenses. 

The selectmen voted to approve Harbormaster 
Isaac Perry’s and Shellfish Officer Adam Murphy’s 
request for a one-year extension to the three existing 
aquaculture licenses as new regulations are formulated 
in partnership with the Marine Resources Commission. 
Perry expects the selectmen to be able to review the new 
regulations in the next three months. 

The selectmen voted to approve the DPW’s 
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request to deficit spend on snow and ice removal. 
“We've spent the budget completely,” said McGrail, who 
estimates four snow-plowing efforts so far this winter. 

The board approved the appointment of Patricia 
White to the Scholarship and Education Committee. 

As Tuesday’s meeting opened, Parker was 
presented a large birthday cake and a song. 

The selectmen, who also act as Marion’s Water / 
Sewer Commissioners, set their next meeting in that 
capacity for Thursday, March 25, at 4:00 pm. The board’s 
March 4 joint meeting with the Finance Committee was 
postponed to Wednesday, March 10, at 7:00 pm. The next 
regular meeting of the Marion Board of Selectmen is 
scheduled to be held on March 16 at 4:00 pm. 


911 Network Expands to Include Hanover 
Rochester Board of Selectmen

The Rochester Board of Selectmen likes how it’s 
going as a member of the Duxbury-hosted Regional Old 
Colony Communications Center and anticipates a renewal 
of its inter-municipal agreement (IMA). 

ROCCC provides 911 police, fire, and EMS 
emergency dispatch service for six towns, as Director 
Michael Mahoney told the selectmen during their March 
1 hybrid meeting that Hanover is joining the group that 
also includes Halifax, Hanson, and Plympton. 

Mahoney proposed a six-month extension of 
the current contract in order to synch its expiration with 
the end of Fiscal Year 2021. Mahoney said the IMA, a 
five-year run drafted to expire on January 1, 2022, is “an 
oversight on our part; we should have carried it through 
to July.” 

ROCCC is hoping to bring all its members into 
synch, establishing a new IMA for all six towns on July 1, 
2022, the start of FY23. Mahoney anticipates two- or three- 
year agreements. 

“Most of the towns start doing their budgets 
mid-fiscal year for the following year,” said Town 
Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar. Mahoney said, “I’m 
open to whatever it takes.... We’re not waiting to the last 
minute by any means.... My concern is we land on that 
uniformity... This way, we'll be able to address them all 
at the same time. I’ll make sure everybody has what they 
need, so they’re not up against any budgeting deadlines.” 

Selectman Woody Hartley noted that Rochester 
had targeted a budget date around April 1. 

Mahoney updated a new receiver at the site in 
the Braley Hill side of Rochester priced out at $50,000. 
Mahoney also pointed to a $4 million competitive 
development grant and said he wouldn’t know if ROCCC 
is awarded that grant until July or August. 

“Anything up at that end of town would be 
helpful,” said Rochester Chief of Police Robert Small, 
who also noted that switching to Motorola equipment has 
helped mitigate problems. 
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Mahoney said he expected the project would 
have been completed by now if not for the coronavirus 
pandemic. 

In her Town Administrator’s report, Szyndlar 
discussed the assessment that Rochester received last 
week from Bristol County Agricultural High School. 
Rochester is not a member town, and the town is 
dissatisfied with an interpretation of a 2018 legislation that 
non-residents pay for Bristol Aggie’s debt. 

“The response is because we’re not a member, and 
they’re trying to pass on costs. Passing on the debt strikes 
me as double-dipping,” said Town Counsel Blair Bailey. 

Szyndlar told the selectmen she had asked Bristol 
Aggie for its agreement with its member towns. “They 
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claim it reflects school choice. I do not know what they 
charge for the [member-town] students,” she said. “I don’t 
recommend that we put in any appropriation.” 

Hartley explained that member towns pay a 
county assessment, then pay the school a smaller cost. 
“The costs are well hidden. It’s even hard to research their 
budget,” he said, crediting Szyndlar for her effort trying 
to research the matter on Rochester’s behalf. 

In a 6:05 pm appointment, the selectmen voted 
to approve a street name request made by the Village at 
Plumb Corner, a new 55+ residential development with 
new public ways to be called Sarahbeth Lane, Katlyn 
Circle, and Hayley Circle. 

Rochester has learned that FY21 annual Chapter 
90 state funding for road projects will be set at $308,083 
pending final passage, an increase over last year’s 
$302,161 total. 

SEMASS Covanta will distribute $10,000 this 
week in FY21 outreach money per the agreement. The 
selectmen annually review requests and appropriate 
funds for various community projects according to 
departmental needs. Last year, the money was put on 
hold at the onset of the coronavirus pandemic. 

The selectmen voted to accepted public safety 
donations from the Annie Maxim House, Inc. for $100 
each for the Police, Fire, Highway, and Ambulance 
Departments. 

Szyndlar told the board she would attend the 
Massachusetts Municipal Accountants and Auditors 
Association meeting on Wednesday and Thursday of this 
week and next to maintain her annual certification as a 
governmental accountant. The meeting is virtual this year. 

In a 6:00 pm appointment, the selectmen voted to 
approve Small’s recommendation that Brian Delmonte be 
appointed as a full-time police officer. 

Delmonte, a Bridgewater resident and 2016 
graduate of Bridgewater-Raynham High School, recently 
graduated from the full-time police academy. He joined 
the Marines and was deployed to Southeast Asia. He 
is an active participant at St. Thomas Aquinas Parish 
in Bridgewater and volunteers at Bridgewater’s Senior 
Center. Delmonte graduated last month from the state 
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police academy in New Braintree and is working toward a 
degree in criminal justice. 
Bailey said that an in-person ceremony with 
Delmonte and his family would be held when possible. 
Selectman Brad Morse said that, while 
Rochester’s new association with Marion in the use of its 
Benson Brook transfer station has been successful, he is 
still meeting with the Board of Health on a Plan B. “We’re 
still talking about getting land surveyed just to see if 
we could do something,” he said. The survey would be 
funded through the town’s recycling revolving fund. 
Hartley told the selectmen that The New York 
Times recognized 2020 Wanderer Keel Award winner 
Kelsey Robertson as one of the nation’s kids who make 
a difference. The selectmen responded to the news by 
exclaiming, “Well done. Kelsey!” 
The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for Monday, March 15, at 6:00 pm. 


Mattapoisett Library, Town Hall to Reopen 
Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

With active COVID-19 cases standing at 15 
and the town’s infection status in the green zone, the 
Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen discussed the reopening 
of at least two town buildings, the library and Town Hall. 
Coming before the board during its March 2 
meeting was Library Director Jennifer Jones, who offered 
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a phased approach to granting access to the public. Her 
detailed plans call for allowing interior building access 
to 30 people over a one-hour period. For the purposes 

of contact tracing in the event disease spread becomes a 
factor, Jones said names and telephone numbers would 
be recorded. Masks and social distancing will remain a 
critical component to the reopening of in-person services 
as well. Calling it a “slow opening,” Jones also said that 
a limited number of computer stations opened, and that 
staff would assist patrons with other office equipment. 

In the second phase of reopening, Jones proposed 
allowing up to 60 people into the building, again for no 
longer than one hour, and Phase 3 would be a complete 
return to normal scheduling. 

Selectman Jordan Collyer asked Jones to evaluate 
staying open for longer hours so that more people could 
enter the library while still limiting the number allowed 
inside at any given point in time. But Jones hesitated 
to extend hours to include a Sunday, given that staff 
members who work those hours have expressed concern 
as they await vaccinations. 

The library is planned to reopen on Saturday, 
March 13, with state and local guidelines implemented. 

The selectmen also discussed reopening Town 
Hall. Presently residents and others with business 
requiring face-to-face interactions are allowed in by 
appointment only. 

Town Administrator Mike Lorenco said that 
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the building could accommodate five visitors at a time, 
and state guidelines for the wearing of masks and 

social distancing would be maintained. He said that the 
building is currently sanitized three times per week. He 
said that someone would be stationed by the front door to 
collect names and telephone numbers for contact-tracing 
purposes. He proposed opening the building on Monday, 
March 8. The selectmen were in agreement on both 
proposals. 

Regarding the Council on Aging and Recreation 
Department, the selectmen asked that those department 
heads submit a reopening plan, but most likely, those 
departments would not reopen to public access until 
sometime in April. 

In other business, Police Chief Mary Lyons came 
before the selectmen with her department’s proposed 
FY22 budget. Step increases, which are part of the 
department’s employment agreement, represent the 
budget increase, Lyons said. A year-over-year increase in 
salaries of $100,544 was noted as a 4.9 percent increase. 
The total FY22 budget stands at $2,400,028, or a 4.6 
percent increase over FY21. 

Collyer said after Lyons’ presentation, “You need 
to find a way to reduce your budget.” He suggested 
backing out the cost of one of two new cruisers that the 
department was seeking, representing a cost of $55,000. 
Collyer thought that monies could be found in free cash to 
cover the cruiser. A second cruiser is planned for purchase 
in FY22 in the department's Capital Planning proposal. 

On the topic of the cost of hiring officers to cover 
shifts when sick and vacation time are used by officers, 
Lyons said that she had taken $40,000 slated for part- 
time employees and spread that across other line items 
that were falling short. She said that reserve officers had 
been deployed as one way to cover shifts and keep costs 
in hand but that it is getting hard to recruit anyone these 
days. “People don’t want the job the way they used to,” 
Lyons said. She added that new police reforms would 
require that part-time officers take full-time training, 
directly impacting the department and staffing. Lyons 
said a state-level meeting next week would produce 
more answers on the reforms being planned by the state 
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government. 

Collyer asked Lyons to review the budget further 
and bring the total increase closer to the 2 percent mark 
as possible. He also said he wanted to work with the 
chief and department management on a succession plan, 
adding that he thought if a part-time reserve officer knew 
they were next in “pecking order,” they might be inclined 
to stay in Mattapoisett. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for March 9 at 6:30 pm. 


DPW Staff Reallocation Going ‘Extremely Well’ 
Marion Finance Committee

The Marion Finance Committee on February 24 
wrapped up its review of the Department of Public Works 
Fiscal Year 2022 budget after meeting with DPW Director 
David Willett to talk about Highway Department staffing. 

Willett presented data the Fincom had requested 
to demonstrate how former solid-waste employees have 
been reallocated to other DPW tasks. Willett brought 
graphs showing the number of employee hours needed 
to complete specific tasks on an annual basis — 20,940 — 
juxtaposed with the 16,816 hours of current employee 
availability (factored with sick leave and vacation hours). 

The DPW presently has 10 full-time employees, 
with one position vacancy and one position previously 
eliminated some time after solid waste was outsourced. 
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Willett’s data shows the hours DPW-related tasks 
require to complete, such as street, park, and cemetery 
maintenance, and reflects a fluctuation in employee hours 
needed, depending on the month, with employee hours 
available. Although the data suggest the DPW is relatively 
understaffed most months as opposed to overstaffed, 
variables such as sick leave, vacation time and unforeseen 
snowstorms, for example, cannot be predicted and 
therefore cannot give precise measurements of availability 
relative to work hours required in a given month. 

“In summer, there are more man-hours that we 
need in order to complete our tasks, but we don’t have 
that availability,” said Willett, who hopes to avoid the 
use of additional seasonal employees to keep the budget 
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scaled down, which the DPW did last year, he added. 
And although former solid waste workers have now been 
moved into cemetery maintenance and such, there is still 
a shortfall in available employee hours all around in the 
summer. 

Willett asked Fincom to keep staff at 10 and 
revisit the matter after at least a year. 

Town Administrator Jay McGrail said assessing 
DPW staff reallocation after the trash outsource has been 
a concern amongst the Board of Selectmen and Fincom. 
One way the DPW has increased efficiency, he said, was 
by transitioning Recreation Department Director Jody 
Dickerson into the temporary role of “interim operations 
manager” under the DPW umbrella, overseeing parks and 
recreation. 

Dickerson’s task was to organize the historically 
separate maintenance of parks and recreation facilities 
and ballfields that was essentially split between DPW 
workers and contractors. According to McGrail, Dickerson 
has combined and streamlined the process, which could 
result in potential savings. 

“To be honest, it’s been exactly what we needed,” 
said McGrail. “It’s worked extremely well” and added a 
“solid go-between” to the process and improved services, 
he said. 

McGrail said the plan is to keep Dickerson 
in the interim position and possibly hire a part-time 
Recreation Department director this summer so Dickerson 
can continue to oversee the work that two different 
departments would otherwise have done in the past. 

“It’s gone extremely well so far, and we look 
forward to this summer where I think that it will really 
show itself,” said McGrail, later adding that Dickerson’s 
interim DPW position is not a staff addition and 
Dickerson’s salary has not increased. 

Fincom member Margie Baldwin, who has 
experience with parks and cemeteries in Marion, said, 
“This is very refreshing and very exciting to have Jody 
in charge.” She described how some Marion locations 
such as the Town Landing, Old Wharf, and cemeteries 
have been underserviced for some time. “And to have 
a go-to person who is a can-do is huge, so, totally it’s 
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appreciated.” 

Willett said after a few years, the DPW staffing 
arrangement would become clear and balance itself out. 
“We will find that sweet spot here soon.” 

In other matters, McGrail briefed the committee 
on the Old Rochester Regional and Sippican School FY22 
draft budgets ahead of its next meeting with school 
representatives. When first presented weeks ago, there 
was a $120,000 budget deficit, but McGrail was happy to 
announce that the schools have worked “to get us to the 
point that we now have a balanced budget. 

“IT do want to commend them for listening to us, 
hearing our concerns, and redoing their draft budgets to 
get to a place where we’re able to have a balanced budget 
in Marion with what I would say is one of the smallest 
increases that the town has seen in a long time overall 
from FY21 to FY22,” said McGrail. 

Later in the meeting, Marion Selectman 
John Waterman brought up his desire to undertake a 
comprehensive study to project student population 
growth over the next 10 years. Fincom was discussing 
the school-choice program relative to ORR’s request 
to maintain its current level of 103 school-choice slots 
for the next academic year. Waterman said he had been 
asking for such a study for years to determine whether 
the school district should continue to use school choice 
to maintain its current student population or downsize 
relative to a decrease in students. 

Baldwin made a disparaging remark related to 
the topic at Sippican School and asked the committee to 
consider her position as it seeks to reconcile school choice 
with funding for social-emotional and psychological 
student services. Fincom Chairman Peter Winters 
commented that the district has “no control over what 
level they (students) are coming in at,” and Waterman 
remarked, “We have to take whoever comes, and I think 
that’s a concern.” 

Waterman commented that the new affordable 
housing development would inevitably bring up to an 
additional 30 students to the region, a consideration that 


should be included in a 10-year student-enrollment study. 


The Marion Finance Committee scheduled 
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another meeting for Wednesday, March 3, at 7:00 pm. 
The plan for a joint meeting with the Board of Selectmen 
to discuss the ORR and Sippican School budgets was 
postponed until Wednesday, March 10, at 7:00 pm. 


ConCom Plans Site Visit to Makepeace Project 
Rochester Conservation Commission

The Rochester Conservation Commission 
continued its discussion from prior meetings relating 
to the Makepeace Enforcement Order. Bill Madden of 
G.A.F. Engineering, representing the response to the 
Enforcement Order, provided an update to commission 
members on March 2 on the progress being made before a 
formal Notice of Intent filing. 

Madden explained that he has been working 
closely with his team to confirm that any of his plans for 
proposed work clearly communicate the work necessary 
to meet the Enforcement Order conditions. Further, 
Madden told commission members that he would provide 
detailed topographic data from the site for any disturbed 
areas. 

Rochester Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon 
explained that she, alongside Town Counsel Blair Bailey, 
met with Madden to discuss their concerns with the 
initial plans. Farinon communicated her understanding 
of how eager Madden and Makepeace were to meet the 
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requirements of the Enforcement Order but ultimately 
argued for the importance of taking the time to properly 
delineate the areas that were impacted on the new plans. 
For Farinon, properly substantiating the impacted areas 

is a necessary step in preparing an effective restoration 
plan. The commission will conduct a site visit to view the 
disturbed areas in the field as it awaits Madden’s updated 
plans. 

Steve Meltzer of Edgewood Development 
Company, LLC came before commission members to 
request an extension for an order of conditions for work 
completed on Kings Highway Bituminous Concrete 
Production Facility that was initially ordered in 2011. 

The order of conditions has been consistently extended 
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until the present day due to a series of legal challenges 
surrounding the project. 

The most recent extension expires on March 22, 
causing Meltzer to seek another extension for the project. 
Lauren Gluck, a wetlands scientist working on the project, 
explained that in her visit to the site, she did not identify 
any factors that have changed the delineation of wetlands 
areas as they were made for the initial filing back in 2011. 

Farinon spoke with Bailey and determined that 
it would be in the commission’s best interest to treat the 
application for the extension as if it were a new filing due 
to the legal challenges the project is facing. Commission 
members agreed to fully review the application for the 
extension and continue the request for the extension until 
their next meeting. 

Brian Grady of G.A.F. Engineering, representing 
Steve Morrell, opened a public hearing for proposed work 
to expand an existing shooting range and instruction 
facility near County Road. Morrell explained that he is 
looking to improve the range to make a safer experience 
and foster a better training environment. 

Morrell explained to commission members 
that he has been doing this kind of work for the past 20 
years. The updates to his range will allow him to meet 
law enforcement and military demands and expand his 
business opportunities. 

The proposed work involves filling 5,000 square 
feet of wetland area that is in the center of the property. 
Grady explained that this wetland area came about as a 
result of sand removal on the site and over-excavation in 
the area. Brian Holmes, also representing the applicant, 
explained that a replicated wetlands area would be 
created to compensate for the land being filled in. “We are 
looking to create an enhanced wetland value by updating 
the better portions of the existing wetland areas,” Holmes 
told commission members. 

Farinon explained that it is common that, in an 
attempt to remove sand from an area, workers excavate 
too deeply and create these kinds of wetlands. “This is a 
site that I have been involved with for a long time,” said 
Farinon. “We really need to see the site in order to doa 
proper evaluation.” 
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Farinon ultimately hopes that the work will 
result in something better than what exists right now. She 
suggested that the applicant be advised to push work 
farther away from the 25-foot no disturb zone and work 
to protect the high-quality areas of the wetlands. With 
that, the commission voted to continue the public hearing 
until its next meeting. 

The next Rochester Conservation Commission 
meeting is scheduled to be held on March 16 at 7:00 pm. 


Tabor Sent Back to Drawing Board 
Marion Planning Board

The proposed campus center at Tabor Academy 
was closing in on a motion by the Marion Planning Board 
to vote to approve until Town Planner Gil Hilario told 
the board during its March 1 meeting that he had just 
confirmed by phone with Town Counsel Barbara Carbone 
that the board’s 4-1 vote just minutes before, presumed 
to have granted a special permit to the prep school for a 
reduction in the required number of parking spaces, was 
invalid. 

“Tt has to be a supermajority,” Hilario told the 
board, citing a state requirement. That meant a special 
permit-granting approval of a reduction from the zoning- 
required 58 parking spaces down to 50 needed five votes 
to pass. It didn’t matter that only five of the board’s six 
members were present. 

The result of the correction was a motion to 
reconsider the vote, the focus being on lone dissenter 
Chris Collings— until one step before the roll call 
reached his turn when Planning Board member Eileen 
Marum preceded Collings’ vote with her own ‘nay.’ The 
reconsidered vote was 3-2 in favor of the special permit, 
which was denied. 

Tabor Academy’s representative, Tristan deBarros, 
agreed to a continuance to March 15. At that point, he will 
present a revised parking plan for the proposed campus 
center at 85 Spring Street, where the Hayden Library 
presently sits. 

The board’s decision was a stunning turnaround 
from what almost became a 149-minute meeting ending in 
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Tabor’s favor when the mistake was discovered. 

Engineer Bob Field, working for the applicant, 
cured some of the exasperation when he asked if the eight 
parking spots considered a logistical impossibility by all 
parties in attendance could be placed elsewhere on the 
parcel. Collings and Planning Board Vice-Chairperson 
Andrew Daniel applauded the suggestion. 

Hilario stressed with deBarros that a revised 
plan need not necessarily include 58 parking spaces but 
merely be amended in any form that the board would find 
satisfactory. “It can’t be anything because we don’t know 
what's going to happen,” said a frustrated deBarros. 

The parking hearing was thought to be a 
prelude to the piggybacked public hearing’s main course 
addressing the entire project, the major site plan review. 
The board unanimously voted to accept Jon Connell’s 
peer review, but vehicular traffic once again became a 
contentious point. 

Collings’ said that the town has been doing all 
the compromising while Tabor has not demonstrated 
an interest in using the construction to address any of 
Marion’s needs. Marum’s turning point from for to 
against was a disagreement over electric car charging 
stations. 

Weeks ago, Tabor had agreed to install the conduit 
for the possible future addition of two charging stations. 
On this night, Daniel said he wasn’t satisfied with the 
conduit alone but wanted to see the charging stations 
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on a site plan. Dissatisfied with deBarros’ argument that 
the Planning Board could request but not require more 
charging stations, Marum implored deBarros to consider 
the ramifications of climate change on the very students 
the new campus center is being designed to serve. 

Interim Head of School Julie Salit insisted the 
school is planning charging stations in other campus 
locations where they will better serve the students and 
faculty. 

Marion’s Planning Board has the capacity for 
seven members, with two vacancies. The other missing 
piece was Chairperson Will Saltonstall, who recused 
himself from the public hearing because he is the project’s 
lead architect. Daniel has presided over Tabor’s public 
hearings with the Planning Board in Saltonstall’s absence. 

In a prior public hearing for a special permit 
and major site-plan review, Saltonstall presided as 
Sherman Briggs & Hamblin Homes, Inc., presented a 
revised plan to construct 28 townhouses on 3.55 acres 
in a residential zoning district off of Spring Street near 
the intersection with Mill Street. The original plan, 
said project representative Steve Poole of Lakeview 
Engineering Associates, featured 27 regular units plus 
three affordable housing units. In lieu of units classified as 
affordable, Poole said Briggs would satisfy state housing 
requirements by making an offsite donation. 

Planning Board members said Poole’s 
presentation lacked visuals to put the project into context 
against surrounding buildings. A nearby resident, Kai 
Srisirikul of 362 Spring Street, articulated concern over 
drainage. Marion will use Beals and Thomas as its peer- 
review engineer. The case was continued until March 15. 

Citing a prior business relationship, Saltonstall 
also recused himself for the night’s opening public 
hearing, a special permit to construct a pier. The 
applicant, 122 Register Road, LLC, was represented by 
Dave Davignon of Schneider, Davignon, and Leone Inc. 
Impressed with the presentation, the board approved the 
special permit. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board is 
scheduled for March 15 at 7:00 pm. 
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Gagne: Master Plan Needs Public Input 
Mattapoisett Planning Board

Mattapoisett’s Planning Board discussed the 
important work of updating the town’s Master Plan 
during its meeting on March 1. 

Chairman Tom Tucker spoke to the discussions 
that have already taken place on chapters of the 
document, such as housing and economic development. 
Looking forward, he said that on March 2, the chapters on 
cultural and natural resources, open space, and recreation 
would be explored. 

A Master Plan is used by municipalities to assist 
a community in identifying areas of growth potential, 





improvement, and long-term goals. Volunteers to the 
process review current planning documents with an eye 
towards updating them through a consensus process. 
Once completed, a draft will be given to the Planning 
Board for further review. A fully vetted document will be 
presented at Town Meeting. 

Acting as town planner in the short-term, former 
Town Administrator Mike Gagne urged residents to take 
an active role in the process. Although the committee 
has been set since last January, public input is the key to 
a successfully completed document, he said. A website 
has been set up by Southeastern Regional Planning and 
Economic Development District (GRPEDD), which is 
assisting the town throughout the process. Complete 
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The board members also reviewed drafted 
language for a new Solar Bylaw and updated Flood 
Hazard Zoning. The necessity of including all FEMA 
maps, whether modified or existing, was noted for 
inclusion. Also, ground-mounted solar installations must 
be added as a section in the draft document or noted as 
outside the board’s purview. Public hearings for both are 
planned for April 5. 

In other business, one application submitted 
for an Approval Not Required for property located at 
18 Crystal Springs Road, filed by Raymond Hicks, was 
approved. 
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All other applications were continued and the 
filings extended. Those included: Randall Lane, LLC for 
a site plan review of a proposed solar array continued to 
March 15 and extended to April 19; Park Lane Extension 
for subdivision review filed by Andre Rieksts, Scott 
Atkinson, and Margo Wilson, continued and extended to 
April 5; modification of a Form C Definitive Subdivision, 
Selha Way, continued to April 4 and extended to May 3; 0 
Randall Road, Form C subdivision plan, filed by Stephen 
Randon for property owned by Carl Hubacheck continued 
to March 15 and extended to April 19; and a Form A Not 
Required for property owned by Ryan Correia and located 
on Crystal Springs Road, continued to March 15. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for March 15 at 7:00 pm. 


Developer to Increase Scope of 40B Project 
Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

The Marion Zoning Board of Appeals learned 
on February 25 that Heron Cove Estates developer Steen 
Realty Development Corporation plans to increase the 
size of its proposed Wareham Road 40B development after 
purchasing a number of abutting properties. 

The developer’s attorney, Mark Bobrowski, 
informed the ZBA in a letter dated February 19 that the 
latest plan is to expand the project by adding 24 units 
alongside the previously proposed 96 units. Bobrowski’s 
letter asked the board to continue the public hearing until 
April 8, which it did after a brief discussion on the matter. 

ZBA Administrative Assistant Anne Marie Tobia 
told the ZBA that Steen Realty Development had recently 
purchased two more lots situated in front of the proposed 
development. She said she did not have any further 
information on the plan’s changes other than what was 
stated in Bobrowski’s letter, but added, “I know that there 
are some major changes” that will result in a resubmission 
of the plan and readvertising of the public hearing. 

Bobrowski suggested in his letter that a 
changeover in ZBA members is another reason to 
readvertise for a new public hearing. Furthermore, he 
wrote, “The Board of Selectmen has suggested several 
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Hartley could not convince the ZBA to vote for the two 
variances that would have allowed construction under 
Chapter 20.40, Section D.1 of Rochester’s Zoning bylaws. 
One variance was for approval to construct the single- 
family dwelling on the lot with frontage falling short of 
the required 225 feet. The other variance sought relief 
from the requirement to build the house in a rectangle 
plan. 

The sticking point in the case was the immutable 
fact that the lot at 0 Pine Street only has 16 feet, 8 inches 
of frontage with which to work. Walter Hartley argued 
that, had the lot’s frontage been substantially greater, the 
driveway would not be made any wider. 

Two ZBA members, Kirby Gilmore and Richard 
Cutler, sympathized with Hartley’s situation, and Gilmore 
considered the short frontage a hardship because it had 
been established many years before zoning bylaws were 
established in Rochester and when the property was in 
the Hartley family. 

Walter Hartley’s revised plan was based on Fire 
Chief Scott Weigel’s comments requesting a widening 
of the bog road over its full length and a turnaround for 
vehicles. Zoned for agriculture, the property purchased in 
2019 has an upland bog but no dwellings. Hartley argued 
that building the house would save the property from an 
uncertain future that theoretically could wind up hosting 
a solar array. 

The key abutter, Jeffrey Ponte of 45 Pine Street, 
asked the board to establish “the specific hardship is as far 
as the frontage is concerned.... What is that hardship?” 

When Cutler alluded to the variance requirement 
of 225 feet of frontage, Ponte repeated his question and 
cautioned the ZBA. “You’re setting a precedent for all 
future petitioners here that, no matter what kind of 
frontage they have [it will not matter]. 

“The Planning Board was 5-0 against this.... I just 
can’t see this board being in favor of this petition. This 
is ridiculous.... You’re just shredding the bylaws.... He 
does not have the frontage [because] driveways are not 
frontage.” 

Abutter Charlene Haws, 48 Pine Street, lives 
directly across from the entry to the driveway and told the 
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ZBA, “Part of the reason I moved here [was] the charm 
and the character, the bogs and ... undisturbed. If you do 
this, you are opening a can of worms. It’s not remotely 
close to what should be allowed.” 

The tipping point for Gilmore was the testimony 
of Planning Board Chairman Arnie Johnson, who alluded 
to much smaller lots at Connet Woods being granted 
variances with as little as 30 feet of frontage. The safety- 
access minimum, he said, is 18 feet, and for a solar field, 
16 feet. 

Johnson acknowledged that the lot in question 
was created before zoning altogether, “So we try to apply 
some common sense,” he said, referencing the rectangle 
requirement. But the most extreme frontage situations, 
Johnson pointed out, do not approach the Hartley request. 

Gilmore accepted Johnson’s answers to his 
questions and joined the ZBA in its unanimous 5-0 denial 
to grant the frontage variance. Katherine Hartley can file 
an appeal within 20 days of the decision. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for March 11 at 7:00 pm. 


Jones’ Request Requires a Class 
Marion Conservation Commission

W. Dale Jones made an unusual filing with the 
Marion Conservation Commission during its February 
24 Zoom meeting that led to some education for the 
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meetings’ viewers. 

In a public hearing, Jones filed an Abbreviated 
Notice of Resource Area Delineation (ANRAD) to review 
and confirm the wetland resource area (BVW) boundaries 
at the vacant lot on Register Road. 

“We don’t get many ANRADs,” said ConCom 
Chairman Shaun Walsh, who explained the difference 
between an ANRAD and a Request for Determination of 
Applicability (RDA). “What an ANRAD does is it asks 
the wetlands commissioner to approve the wetlands 
delineation.... The commission may say, ‘Thumbs up, you 
nailed it, the delineation is accurate and we'll issue an 
approval of that wetlands delineation.” 

Good for three years, the ANRAD assures the 
applicant of where they can build or at least where 
they might be allowed to build. Walsh qualified that 
explanation by noting that any activity that occurs within 
100 feet of a resource area would still be subject to further 
permitting before ConCom, either via an RDA or Notice 
of Intent (NOI). Sometimes, Walsh explained, people 
seek an ANRAD so they can more readily sell a piece of 
property. 

Saturday’s site visits were covered in snow. “It 
was impossible for the commission to really evaluate the 
wetlands line as it’s been flagged,” said Walsh. ConCom 
intends to try again on Saturday, March 6. “This is a fairly 
extensive wetland system, so we really need to walk the 
line and make sure that we agree” on that wetland line. 

Walsh instructed the applicant’s representative 
that if the commission issues an Order of Resource 
Delineation (ORAD) and the property owner then decides 
on any activity, if the work is intended within 100 feet of 
the wetlands line, such activity would require a new filing 
with ConCom. 

The public hearing was continued to March 10 at 
7:00. 

Two separate but identical continued public 
hearings came to a positive conclusion during the 
meeting, as ConCom member Jeff Doubrava, 47 East 
Avenue, and John A. & Carole F. Whittemore, 51 East 
Avenue, had both filed Notices of Intent to improve access 
from to the waters off Planting Island Cove, Sippican 
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Harbor, and Buzzards Bay for recreational boating, 
fishing, and swimming by removing the bottom-anchored 
chain system with a plan to replace with a pile-held 
anchoring system. 

The commission unanimously voted to issue an 
Order of Conditions to both applicants, approving their 
plans. A special condition stipulates that all work shall 
comply with the project narrative in the Notice of Intent. 

Doubrava recused himself twice from his role as 
a commission member for the public hearing, first for his 
own public hearing and again as a direct abutter for the 
Whittemores’ hearing. 

Fikile Portia Ndlovu filed an RDA for the 
construction of a single-family house in accordance with 
National Flood Insurance Standards within a FEMA flood 
zone AE16 at Wilson Road. 

Aaron Grady represented the applicant and 
described the project. Grady said he had met with 
Building Commissioner Scott Shippey. Walsh called it a 
“pretty straight-forward project.” The public hearing was 
continued until March 10. 

Applicant Michael Isabelle filed an RDA to install 
a single-story shed to house pool equipment at 196 Point 
Road. The public hearing was continued until March 10. 

ConCom anticipated comments from the 
Planning Board on a major site plan review for the 
application filed by Sherman Briggs and Hamblin Homes 
Inc. for Briggs’ proposed 28-unit residential development 
on Spring Street near Mill Street. 

Briefly discussing the split-rail fence proposed 
near Silvershell Beach, Doubrava told fellow ConCom 
members that no other FY22 Community Preservation 
Commission applications come into ConCom’s purview. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 


Commission is scheduled for March 10 at 7:00 pm. 


State Forecasts Full Return of Grades 3-6 in April 
Marion, Mattapoisett School Committees

The Mattapoisett and Marion School Committees 
each met over the past two weeks to review the full, in- 
person return of Grades K-2 and to hear a presentation of 
the FY22 budget for ORR and the elementary schools. On 
February 24, Marion School Committee was told by ORR 
Superintendent of Schools Mike Nelson that on February 
23, Governor Baker told municipalities to ready their 
plans to get all elementary school students back in the 
building on a full-time basis as early as April. 

“I’m proud of the work we’ve done since spring 
and summer. We have so many of the mitigation models 
already in place,” said Nelson. “I know that the Sippican 
School community will be ready to do what we need to 
do moving forward.” 

“Who would ever have thought that kids 
wanted to be in school?” said Marion School Committee 
Chairman Michelle Smith, who publicly thanked 
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the teacher’s union for its partnership amidst an 
unprecedented challenge. 

Sippican’s Grade K-6 numbers as of February 24 
stood at 61 fully remote learners, 135 full in-person, 185 
hybrid, and 21 home-schooled. 

“I’m not sure if the parents were more excited or 
the children,” said Sippican School Principal Marla Sirois 
of the recent K-2 return, noting that school buses now 
back up to Park Street, and traffic flow is more like it was 
before the pandemic. 

Having hit the wall as individual towns seek 
more doses of the COVID-19 vaccine, the Tri-Town 
collaborated last week with ORR and Representative Bill 
Straus on a pitch to become a regional vaccine distribution 
center for educators. Marion already succeeded at 
distributing the Moderna vaccine to first responders from 
Marion, Mattapoisett, Rochester, and Wareham. 

In his Reopening Update to the Mattapoisett 
School Committee, Nelson thanked many for a 
successful K-2 reopening that commenced on January 
19. Mattapoisett K-6 numbers as of February 22 stand at 
153 Center School students and 216 Old Hammondtown 
students attending full in-person, 23 fully-remote, and 11 
home-schooled. 

Mattapoisett School Committee member 
Carly Lavin spoke about the Joint Labor Management 
Committee’s work that examined several hypothetical 
return-to-school scenarios and plans for another meeting 
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for this week. 

Old Hammondtown School Associate Principal 
Kevin Tavares said the school made some minor 
adjustments to dropoff and pickup of students. 

A day before DESE told towns to prepare to bring 
back grades 3-6 as early as April, Mattapoisett School 
Committee member Shannon Finning asked about grade 
3 and when families will learn about plans for the fall. 

Nelson indicated his anticipation of new 
information (that would come the next day) on reopening 
guidance, and Lavin acknowledged the urgency of a 
full grade 3 return while reinforcing grades 4-6 to be of 
comparable importance. 

“|Grades 4-6] have missed the opportunity, social 
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opportunities to be with their friends, social-emotional 
learning as well,” said Lavin. “Grade 6, it’s really an 
important year for them as well before they move on to 
the junior high.” 

In presenting an adjusted FY22 draft budget to 
the local school committees, Assistant Superintendent 
of Finance and Operations Howie Barber referenced 
“numerous meetings” with budget subcommittees and 
that “decisions were made collaboratively” in achieving 
what he called a “level budget.” 

School committees were not expected to take 
action in last week’s meetings in which they were 
presented overviews in their towns. 

Marion was presented a decrease in the original 
December 2020 projected budget of $6,408,874, a $225,647 
or 3.65 percent increase over the approved FY21 budget of 
$6,183,227, down to $6,243,227 (a $213,588 or 3.42 percent 
increase over FY21). 

Mattapoisett was presented a decrease from a 
January 13 projected budget figure of $7,481,174, a level- 
service budget indicating a $208,699 or 2.87 percent 
increase over FY21, down to $7,466,815 (a modified, zero- 
based budget maintaining level services at a $194,340 or 
2.67 percent increase over FY21). This is a 2.67 percent 
increase over Mattapoisett’s FY21 approved budget of 
$7,272,475. 

The figures do not include the tuition for sending 
Tri-Town students to Bristol County Agricultural High 
School. Marion faces a $126,600 hit ($9,000 increase over 
FY21) to support Bristol Aggie based on cost per student. 
Mattapoisett’s four students attending Bristol Aggie cost 
$86,456 plus $40,290 in transportation, a $41,750 increase 
over FY21. 

Net increases in Marion in student services for 
FY22 include tuition-based programs at $74,000, bus 
transportation at $58,000, bus monitors at $25,000, and 
regular day transportation $25,000. Net decreases in 
Marion include building-based materials at $5,000, tech- 
based software and equipment at $5,000, and supplies 
at $3,200. Chapter 70 (state aid) funding of $872,434 is 
assumed in Marion’s budget and includes a proposed $30 
per student increase, a net increase of $31,500 over FY21. 
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Barber told Mattapoisett School Committee that 
its FY22 budget includes no staff reductions, albeit in 
light of two retirement notifications and pending contract 
negotiations. 

Mattapoisett schools project FY22 net increases 
of $20,000 (superintendent’s operations), $20,000 
(transportation), $59,000 (utilities and maintenance), 
and $12,000 (tech-based software and equipment). Net 
decreases in Mattapoisett include: Chapter 70 (state aid) 
funding of $851,365 that is assumed in Mattapoisett’s 
budget and includes a proposed $30 per student increase, 
a net increase of $11,880 over FY21 or 0.01415 percent. 

Offsets in both towns’ proposed school budgets 
include $120,000 in grants, $62,000 in circuit breaker 
reimbursement, and $65,000 in revolving funds (outside 
building rental and early-childhood programs). 

Barber set April 7 as a target date for the Marion 
School Committee meeting to approve the FY22 budget. 
Mattapoisett School Committee is anticipating a budget 
vote within a few weeks. Nelson clarified that Bristol 
Aggie is part of the ORR school budget but is not 
included in ORR’s 2.5 percent increase. 

In other business, the Mattapoisett School 
Committee voted to approve the Student Opportunity 
Act, enacting a three-year program focused on early 
literacy. The program’s goal is to identify high-need 
students at a young age and close the gap for those 
students and ultimately impact MCAS testing and 
eraduate rates. 

Nelson acknowledged that Mattapoisett Principal 
Rose Bowman was out of school on leave at the time of 
the committee’s meeting and that she is in the thoughts of 
the ORR faculty, staff, and committee members. 

Nelson told the Marion committee members 
that personnel changes that have transpired over the 
last couple of weeks would be on the agenda for the 
committee’s next meeting. 

The Marion School Committee is scheduled to 
meet again on April 7 at 6:30 pm. Mattapoisett School 
Committee is scheduled to meet on March 29 at 6:30 pm.

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CPC Set for Friday Vote 

Marion Community Preservation Committee

Having engaged in more intense scrutiny of 10 
applications for FY22 Community Preservation funding 
on February 26, the Marion Community Preservation 
Committee heads toward its March 5 public hearing. CPC 
votes will determine which projects are taken to Town 
Meeting floor this spring and in what amounts. 

Applications include seven made by the Town of 
Marion and one each by the Sippican Historical Society, 
Sippican Women’s Club, and Elizabeth Taber Library. 

Before beginning the public hearing, the 
committee will, according to its March 5 agenda, review 
and vote to support the selectmen’s request for a Town 
Meeting article allowing CPA funds previously approved 
for waterproofing the front part of the Town House 
basement to be used for its entire basement. 

Marion is looking to use CPC funding to nearly 
complete its Town House renovations, including $90,000 
for the Annex building exterior and Main Street entrance, 
which have been supported thus far by public and private 
sources. If successful, the only remaining related project 
will be the outdated concrete steps to the Main Street-side 
doors. 

The Main Street-side project was originally 
estimated at $221,000 but was lowered to a $90,000 
request. It still bids for $21,000 in design-and-bid 
documents, $22,000 for mahogany doors, and $21,000 for 
windows, with the remainder paying for paint, siding 
trim, and related construction. 

The town has declared the entire structure a 
historic preservation restriction, an application that 
sits with the state for approval, according to Town 
Administrator Jay McGrail. The goal, McGrail told the 
CPC, is to move all employees to the first floor and 
potentially rent out the upper floor. The construction 
will strive to replicate the original design, and handicap 
accessibility will remain the same. 

CPC member Margie Baldwin asked if the 
committee should anticipate future requests, noting that 
there are four already. McGrail confirmed that to be the 
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case, citing the removal of the vault in the Town Clerk’s 
Office and related work. “We’re exhausting every funding 
source we can to get this done,” said McGrail. 

The town has also applied for $5,375 for veterans’ 
graves markers in an effort to finish an ongoing project. 
Jody Dickerson explained that the town purchased 
550 markers in 2020 for the five cemeteries in Marion, 
but more graves were missing veterans’ markers 
than originally thought, going all the way back to the 
Revolutionary War. The goal is to start the job when funds 
become available on July 1 and finish it by November 11, 
Veterans Day. 

At least in its current form, the application least 
likely to succeed is a $30,000 request by the Recreation 
Department to purchase equipment to help fund the 
Marion Rec’s Community Sailing program. The reason 
is that CPA funding is limited in scope to permanently 
anchored items, which rules out boats, kayaks, and the 
like. 

Recreation Department Director Jody Dickerson 
told the committee that the town’s learn-to-sail program 
started in the 1980s and has been funded over the years by 
the Friends of Marion Recreation. 

CPC Chairman Jeff Doubrava noted himself as 
a ground-floor member of the program and encouraged 
program representative Chris Collings to resubmit a more 
applicable pitch next year, calling it “maybe a great idea 
that’s not quite ripe yet.”

When her marriage ended in 1967, she became the 
Librarian at Mt. Everett Regional School in Sheffield, MA, 
and in 1968, she married Richard Rutledge. In 1972, she 
completed her M.L.S., commuting from Sheffield to Albany to 
attend evening class, and in 1973 was elected to the Interna- 
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Marion Historical Commission has applied for 
$30,000 in CPA funding to continue with the town’s 
historical and cultural inventory. In commission chair 
Meg Steinberg’s absence, Will Tifft told the CPC that the 
project conforms exactly to Marion’s Master Plan. 

Judy Rosbe of the Sippican Historical Society 
said that, while the society did the last such survey, she 
considers it “more appropriate for the commission to do 
it, though we support it greatly.” 

Doubrava articulated concern that the project’s 
annual reappearance among CPA funding applications 
takes on the look of maintenance, but Tifft assured 
Doubrava that CPA funding is common for such a 
project. The state matches funding, and each application 
represents a different area of the town to be surveyed. 

Leslie Piper appeared on behalf of the Sippican 
Historical Society to request $25,000 to support the 
society’s ongoing archival catalog, specifically to hire a 
professional archivist to hopefully complete the archives’ 
digitization of all Marion’s history. “They are of no value 
to the town if they’re not available online,” said Piper. 
“Most research is done online these days.” 

The $27,000 application filed by Candy’s Tavern 
to restore the 1812-built stage-coach stop acquired by 
Sippican Women’s Club in 1923 is limited in consideration 
to approximately $4,200, considered a loose bottom line 
for the restoration of the building’s front and kitchen 
doors. Gable vents were also sought; however, not being 
part of the original design, they do not apparently qualify. 

Silvershell Beach is looking for $10,000 to replace 
the split-post and rail fence originally installed in 1991 
after Hurricane Bob. The fence, located along Front and 
Lewis Streets, is considered to be beyond repair. 

Taber Library requested $4,866 to complete a 
project, 70 percent funded by the town and partly by the 
library, to add four granite books under the benches that 
will reflect diversity among authors. 

Randy Parker’s suggestion for an estimate 
on concrete, as opposed to the asphalt proposed for a 
walking path on the grounds of the Cushing Community 
Center at the cost of $3,500, yielded $18,000 more, 
according to Harry Norweb’s research. Besides, Norweb 
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received feedback suggesting walkers prefer the lower 
impact of asphalt. 

The next meeting of the Marion Community 
Preservation Committee is scheduled for March 5 at 5:00

ORR Track Piques CPC’s Interest 
Mattapoisett Capital Planning Committee 
By Marilou Newell 

Mattapoisett’s Capital Planning Committee 
continued its review of departmental needs exceeding 
$10,000 and with a lifespan of up to 10 years when its 
members met on February 24. 

Coming before the committee with Mattapoisett 
School District capital expenses was Old Rochester 
Regional School District Facilities Director Gene Jones. In 
the FY22 column are listed $25,000 for the continuation of 
floor repairs to Center and Old Hammondtown Schools, 
along with a $50,000 sum for telephone updates. 

Regarding the floors, Jones said that every other 
year he plugs in the $25,000, given that the floors are 
continuously repaired in a loop and, by the time all floors 
are repaired, it’s time to start the process. He said he 
manages the expense in this manner so that, “You'll never 
see a big bill.” 

Jones was also asked why what seems to be a 
maintenance expense is listed as a capital expense. “It 
started out as a capital expense for the whole floor,” he 
said, explaining that former Town Administrator Mike 
Gagne had instructed him to “do it this way.” Jones 
conceded that the expense could also become part of the 
school’s maintenance budget but added, “It does meet the 
criteria for a Capital Planning expense.” 

The local schools’ current telephone system, 
which operates on older technology, copper transmission 
lines, was then discussed. Jones said he wanted to move 
the telecommunications to a modern voice-over I.P system 
with high-speed internet conductivity. “It would be 40 
percent more reliable than then what we have today,” 
Jones said, emphasizing added security and safety that a 
modern system would provide. 

CPS Chairman Chuck McCullough asked Jones to 
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tional Library Science Honor Society. The marriage to Mr. 
Rutledge ended in 1975. 

In 1977, Emilie joined a like-minded group to spend 
a week hiking in the Warner Wilderness in the Modoc Nation- 
al Forest in California. Later, she fulfilled a long-time dream 
by paddling the length of the Allagash Wilderness water- 
way on a canoe-camping trip. A trip with her children to the 
infamous “knife-edge” on Mt. Katadhin made for a tale told 
wide-eyed. 

During her time in southern Berkshire County, she 
devoted many weekends to exploring the field and forest 
landscape in search of stone walls, abandoned roads, cellar 
holes, and orchards, and became an astute reader of the signs 
left behind hundreds of years earlier. This was history “en 
plein air’, and on foot, the outdoor counterpart to the research 
she was involved in as Curator of the Sheffield Historical 
Society. 

As ongoing sets of grandchildren came into the 
picture she found time to help their busy parents, forging 
important links in the family’s generational chain. 

Her interest in local history and her facility with his- 
torical sources and documents led to numerous publications, 
including “Americans of African Descent: An Annotated 
Bibliography of Berkshire County, Massachusetts,” published 
in 2006, and an account of the family of Agrippa Hull, an Af- 
rican-American patriot, born free in Northampton, MA, who 
served in the Revolutionary War and became the largest black 
landowner in Stockbridge, MA. 

She co-authored two books with anthropologist 
David Levinson, of Yale University’s Human Relations Area 
Files. “On the Other Side of Glory,” published in 2010, tells 
the story of African American men from Berkshire County 
and northwestern Connecticut who served in 54th Volunteer 


Infantry, the all Black “Glory” regiment, during the Civil War. 


“One Minute a Free Woman” tells the story of 
Elizabeth ““Mumbet” Freeman of Sheffield, MA. Her lawsuit 
petitioning for her freedom led to the 1781 Massachusetts 
Supreme Court ruling in her favor that was the de facto end 
of slavery in the state. To create this account, Ms. Piper dug 
deep into local sources and records, eventually locating, 
among other things, Ms. Freeman’s handwritten last will and 
testament. Emilie served on the Founding Advisory Council 
of the Upper Housatonic Valley African American Heritage 
Trail. Her own family was included in Emilie’s research 
efforts: she traced their ancestry on both sides back to their 
arrivals from Europe in colonial times. 


Emilie’s long life was distinguished both by her 
determination to live life on her own terms, and by her many 
sacrifices for those she loved. Her moral compass pointed 
unerringly to fairness and justice. She passed on a rich appre- 
ciation for the natural world and a clear-eyed understanding of 
our part in it, as well as finding self-expression there. Included 
in those lessons was the knowledge that humans were made 
to be pretty sturdy, and that discomfort or even some hardship 
was part of living a full life. She was decades ahead of her 
time in teaching her sons that, when their turn came, contrib- 
uting to family life would require more than bringing home a 
paycheck. 

Wherever she lived she planted a beautiful garden 
and kept it well-tended, right up to her last year, and always 
kept a home-grown bouquet on her kitchen table. She spent 
many happy seasons in her garden, enjoying both her work 
and the natural beauty of her surroundings, and passed her 
appreciation on to her children. 

True to her profession, she instilled in her children an 
abiding respect for reading, learning, and always striving to 
better understand the world and the people in it. She encour- 
aged proficiency in every task and being engaged in both heart 
and mind. Ponies, dogs, horses, cats, and even a fostered 
raccoon cub helped with the “heart” part, and there was no 
such thing as too much knowledge. 

While she never sought to be the center of attention, 
she reveled in being recognized for her many accomplish- 
ments. Though her research was often a solitary endeavor, her 
disposition was bright and funny she and loved good company 
and conversation. She will be sorely missed. In the words of 
a minister friend, “The world is never quite the same without 
your mother in it.” 

Emilie is survived by her four children and their 
spouses: Winthrop D. Piper II of Etna, NH, and his wife, 
Mundy; Geoffrey T. Piper of Rochester, MA, and his wife, 
Leslie; Andrew L. Piper of Pittsfield, MA, and his wife, Mimi; 
Emilie P. Shipman of Enfield, NH, and her husband, Phil. She 
has nine grandchildren and seven great-grandchildren. 

A celebration of her life will take place at a summer 
date, to be announced.

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provide maintenance costs for the current system to help 
the committee understand the cost-savings benefits of a 
newer system. Committee member Mike Rosa thought 
that possibly bundling the schools’ upgraded equipment 
with other departments might be prudent, with member 
Ellen Driscoll adding that upgrades could be phased in 
over time. 

Town Administrator Mike Lorenco said, “If we 
can consolidate some of these contracts when we go out to 
bid, we'll do that.” 

Although the capital needs of ORR Junior High 
and High School were not on the agenda, the subject did 
come up, given that Jones oversees those facilities as well. 
“My list contains $132,000 for the track and $25,000 for 
asphalt repairs to the parking lots,” said Jones. Lorenco 
asked, “How are you going to fund the track? ...I don’t 
know how the district is approaching it.” Jones conceded 
he did not know the answer. “That’s a big question,” 
Lorenco said. “They have to know how they are going 
to fund it. I don’t have space for another $100,000 for the 
track; that’s why you develop a 10-year plan.” 

Also coming before the committee was soon-to- 
be-retired Highway Surveyor Barry Denham. For FY22, 
Denham has listed $250,000 for road improvements and 
$84,000 for a sidearm mower. Road improvements would 
include sidewalk construction at the intersection of Pearl 
and Hammond Streets and Route 6. Denham explained 
that the $230,000 annually received from the state’s 
Chapter 90 program only covers a fraction of all the work 
needed. “It’s usually in excess of $500,000; I can’t do it 
with just Chapter 90 money. We can’t repair roads without 
appropriations,” Denham said. 

Denham said the Industrial Drive roadway 
improvement would cost the town $750,000 as part of the 
grant received, but that other projects like the repaving 
of River and Crystal Springs Roads would cost up to 
$400,000. 

“There are 47 miles of town roads. To keep up 
with maintenance, we’d need to do two miles every year,” 
Denham stated. But he said that the department hadn’t 
received any funds for the last two years. “You can’t get 
me enough money for all the roads,” he concluded with 
a chuckle. “The best thing to do is to assign a sum to each 
road on a rotating basis, a program that is dollars-driven 
so we can work on a particular number of roads every 
year.” 

Lorenco said it is planned to allocate a portion of 
the revenue generated from the town’s landfill solar array 
to roadway improvements. “Having a dedicated source of 
funding would be ideal; that’s the goal,” he said. 

Before adjournment, Lorenco told the committee 
that he is looking into making Mattapoisett part of the 
state’s Green Communities program. “Right off the bat, 
we'd receive a $134,000 grant.” He said it would take 
about two years to receive certification. 

McCullough said that, after the committee 
completes the FY22 review, it will focus efforts on crafting 
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a far more detailed 10-year plan.

Marion on Hold for Second COVID-19 


Vaccine Doses 
Marion Board of Health 
By Jean Perry 
The Marion Board of Health learned on March 
2 that a shortage of COVID-19 vaccine in Massachusetts 
has resulted in the town having to cancel its March 5 
vaccination clinic to administer a second dose to residents 
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that received their first dose last month. 

Marion was authorized back on January 30 to 
receive 100 doses of Moderna COVID-19 vaccine to 
administer to Marion residents 75 and older and held a 
vaccination clinic to inoculate the town’s oldest citizens in 
descending order on February 5. A month later, the state 
says there isn’t enough vaccine at this time for Marion to 
complete the vaccination series, forcing Marion to cancel 
its clinic for Friday, March 5, and wait to hear when the 
next shipment of doses will be ready before rescheduling 
another. 

“Oh, Lori, I’m so sorry,” BOH member Dot Brown 
told Public Nurse Lori Desmarais. “That’s terrible.” 

Desmarais said the state still promises to deliver 
Marion its 100 doses for round two of vaccinations, 
but when that will be is unknown right now. When she 
receives word from the state saying when those next 
doses will arrive, she will contact those residents who 
were scheduled to attend the March 5 clinic and inform 
them of the new date. She anticipates that vaccine 
recipients would maintain their scheduled times, with the 
only change being the actual date of the vaccination clinic. 

Desmarais was pleased, though, that she was able 
to administer the vaccination to homebound residents of 
Marion with the help of the Fire Department before the 
vaccine shortage. 

BOH Chairman Dr. Edward Hoffer commented 
on the recent CDC emergency authorization for the 
Johnson & Johnson version of the vaccine, but commented 
that Massachusetts had only received a “very small 
shipment” of the anticipated “game changer,” as Hoffer 
put it, and won’t receive another shipment for another 
four weeks. 

“At least in Massachusetts, it’s not much of a 
game charger, unfortunately,” said Hoffer. 

Desmarais gave a COVID-19 case update for 
the board and reported that Marion currently has 11 
active cases for a total of 385 since the beginning of the 
pandemic. 

Sippican School has two positive cases currently 
in isolation, with two people in quarantine awaiting test 
results. There have been 31 confirmed cases linked to

Nomadland. Starring Frances McDormand and David 
Strathairn. Directed by Chloé Zhao. Running time: 108 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. At AMC Dartmouth theater 
and streaming on Hulu. 

There’s a Facebook group called “Capitalist 
Dystopia Stories Rebranded as Heartwarming Bull—- 

” It provides links to news bits like the recent one in 
which a seven-year-old girl is selling lemonade to help 
pay for her brain surgery. I don’t know how we got to 
be a society that isn’t horrified by this. Anyway, stuff 
like that may help explain why the more I think about 
Nomadland the angrier I get. The movie is beautifully 
made (though not “poetic,” as many will tag it, so much 
as pictorial). It’s also heartwarming bull—-. Taking off 
from Jessica Bruder’s nonfiction book, Nomadland gives 
us a community of good earthy folk who live in vans and 
RVs, roaming the country, taking temp work. This is the 
nicest movie about homelessness, financial despair and 
human frailty you'll ever see. 

Frances McDormand anchors the plotless, 
anecdotal film, but her role has been shaped by writer- 
director Chloé Zhao to make her the anchor — it’s an 
actor’s delight, a silently strong hero who stoically 
suffers. Zhao is known for filling her movies (previously, 
Songs My Brothers Taught Me and The Rider) with 
nonactors “playing” themselves, and with the exception 
of McDormand and David Strathairn as Dave, a quietly 
unstable fellow nomad, that’s how Nomadland is cast. 
McDormand plays a woman named Fern — the name 
isn’t far off from “Fran” — and her last name starts with 
“McD.” So is McDormand also playing herself? Let’s say 
she seems to be behaving as Fern, just inhabiting Fern 
with as few frills as possible. After a while it seems to be 
an exercise in how much of herself she can suppress. 

I’m as hooked into Amazon as anyone, but the 
movie’s wishy-washy depiction of Amazon warehouses 
as places that give our kind nomads a nice paycheck or 
two stuck in my craw. See, the film unavoidably says, 
Amazon doesn’t exploit desperate Americans — it 
helps them. Thank God for the largesse of our corporate 
overlords! Will you be requiring anything else, sirs? The 
people in Nomadland, though, aren’t defined by the work 
they do. They all seem to have opted out of the rat race. 
Many are out there in their vans because the economy cast 
them off, but we hear a lot more often from the nomads 
who just can’t get used to sleeping under a roof, in a soft

bed. They want to live under the stars with others of their 
tribe. So the movie really has no political or economic 
consciousness at all. Taken to its logical conclusion, 
Nomadland could be saying that all homeless are homeless 
by choice; they’re just not built for house living or careers. 

Fern sits and talks with real-life nomads 
playing versions of themselves. Two examples of this 
are of monumental tastelessness. One woman, Charlene 
Swankie (named only as “Swankie” in the film), plays 
a scene in which she has a headache and confides that 
she has cancer and hasn’t been given long to live. The 
actual Swankie is healthy, and the movie mixes fact and 
fiction in this sort of strange way, asking a nonactor to 
pretend she has a mortal illness. The other example finds 
nomadic guru Bob Wells getting choked up as he tells 
Fern about his son, who committed suicide. As it happens, 
that tragedy did in fact befall Wells. But it takes us out of 
the movie (is his story real or scripted? we wonder), as 
Swankie’s feigned illness also does. 

Chloé Zhao has no anger in her about how the 
country has failed these nomads, how it uses them up and 
denies they exist. She’d rather just groove on the serene 
vibe of a group of outcasts sitting together around a fire, 
being each other’s family. As drama, Nomadland is pretty 
null; the emotional crescendo comes when we gasp at 
Dave accidentally dropping some of Fern’s cherished 
dishes. Yet Fern’s anger at Dave gets the movie to snap 
into focus for a moment — suddenly, McDormand has 
a professional actor to play off of, and she lunges at 
the opportunity while scrupulously staying within the 
cramped bounds she sets for Fern. But as far as we can 
see, there isn’t anyone scary out in Nomadland or violent 
or mean. Nobody ever seems in trouble. Everyone looks 
after each other. It all seems very nice. If the film gets 
any award traction it'll be due to the current moment's 
collective yearning for community. But let’s not be 
numbed to the cold realities of being nomads, or the larger 
society that has, through economic or social pressure, 
ejected them. Nomadland comes close to saying whatever 
happens to drifters and vandwellers is okay, because they 
have each other. 
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Sippican School so far. Old Rochester Regional Junior 
High has zero in isolation or quarantine, with 24 cases so 
far in the pandemic. ORR High School currently has three 
positive cases in isolation, two in quarantine, and a total 
of 77 cases. 

Over at Tabor Academy, ongoing routine testing 
has not resulted in any positive cases so far. 

Sippican Healthcare Center has gone 20 days 
without any new confirmed cases, and only some 
residents or staff are still waiting to receive their second 
vaccine dose for the state. 

Health Agent David Flaherty said he has 
responded to four COVID-19 compliance complaints in 
Marion establishments over the past week, with none of 
them resulting in a temporary shutdown. 

Flaherty is leaving his part-time health agent 
position in Marion to join Fairhaven as its full-time health 
agent, and Anna Wimmer was introduced during the 
board’s meeting as Flaherty’s replacement. 

The Marion Board of Health meets again on 
Tuesday, March 16, at 4:30 pm. 


Harbormaster Floats Idea for Fee Increases

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noted that the department had taken on new duties such 
as management of the aquaculture program and possibly 
oversight regarding shellfishing in local waters, adding to 
the number of staff hours the enterprise fund would need 
to cover. 

McIntosh shared that a recent meeting with the 
Board of Selectmen produced a request to review the 
indirect costs currently assessed at over $70,000, a sum 
that further eroded retained earnings. 

The harbormaster said that a 20 percent, across- 
the-board increase is needed. “It is my feeling we are 
going to need this increase just to stay above water,” 
said McIntosh, who also suggested that, if the increase 
is accepted, an annual increase of 2 to 3 percent be put 
in place that would help to maintain the department. “1 
don’t think 20 percent is too much.” 

The discussion also covered such topics as 
increased staff hours during the peak boating season, 
hours spent in shellfish management, and projects waiting 
in the wings for funding such as repairs to Long Wharf, 
pilings for the timber piers, and dinghy dock expansion. 
McIntosh said that during FY21, Cares Act funding 
helped with increased staffing hours, which were needed 
to keep high-contact areas sanitized. Those funds would 
not be forthcoming in FY22, he said. “We can’t sustain 
this [department] without an increase,” McIntosh told the 
board. The fees increase was unanimously supported and 
will now head to the selectmen for their review. 

The current waterways fees stand at (sticker 
per foot): residents $2, non-residents $5. seniors $1; 
waterways-usage sticker fee $60; all-inclusive commercial 
dock/ float /sticker fee $210; commercial mooring $70; 
town slip and timber pier fee all-inclusive $50 per foot; 
skiff fee $150, seniors $75; small boat fee $50; and kayak 
permits $50. 

McIntosh also updated the board on the 
long-awaited dredging project. He said that delays in 
receiving permits from the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection will mean the project will not 
take place until next fall, but that the delay has also given 
him time to re-evaluate costs to lower the final figure. He 
also said that work on dinghy docks should be wrapped 
up by April 1. 

Earlier in the meeting, the board and McIntosh 
discussed security cameras. McIntosh said he had 
everything in place for $10,000 with cameras planned for 
the wharf area at Shipyard Park. He said that storage for 
video would be cloud-based and that focus of individual 
cameras could be aimed where needed most, including 
Barstow Wharf. One camera is planned for the majority of 
the harbor, a second will be mounted on the harbormaster 
building, and a third at the end of the short wharf. All will 
be privately viewed by the harbormaster and his staff, he 
said. Signage is planned, alerting the public that the area 
is under surveillance. 

Member Jack Duff asked about security during 
the daylight hours when the summer season begins and 
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what agencies should be brought to control the dangerous 
and outrageous behavior of congregated teens. Duff said 
the large, loud groups were intimidating to boaters. 

McIntosh agreed it is a problem and talked about 
how he had done his best to move the group off the pier, 
only to have them return a short time later. Police had 
been called to the scene as well, with the same result; the 
youngsters returned en masse. No resolution was struck 
upon, but all agreed it is a problem. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Marine 
Advisory Board is scheduled for March 25 at 7:00 pm.

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“Sports are a big part of what we do here, and it’s strange 
to cancel a season. There’s certainly a buzz at the school 
now. There’s a fuse of excitement. 

“It’s been tough — I feel bad for the kids, I feel 
bad for the adults.

The league 
has been broken up this year into North and South 
divisions, so representatives from those divisions will 
face off at the end of the season.

Spectators will not be allowed to attend games at 
Old Colony; Trahan and the school are working to stream 
games on YouTube and other platforms.

There will be postseason play 
within the conference, including an eight-team football 
tournament. ORR football kicks off with a home game on 
Friday, March 26, at 4:00 pm against Dighton-Rehoboth. 
Both boys and girls soccer teams, field hockey, and 
volleyball begin their game schedules the same week as 
football. Golf does not start play until April 8.

Rochester Historical Society

At the museum, we have many old documents 
and pictures, memoirs, and family trees, all of which give 
us insights into Rochester’s past. We also have many 
items that contribute to that insight. When we finally feel 
comfortable fully opening the museum, many of these 
items will be on display in our Curator’s Show, which is 
funded by the Rochester Cultural Council, a local agency 
supported by the Massachusetts Cultural Council, a state 
agency.

One such individual is Samuel Corse, who is no 
doubt remembered by many residents today.

He was educated in Rochester 
schools, attending both the Waterman School and a school 
in the town center. He then attended the Oliver Raymond 
School in North Easton for a year and a half before 
moving on to Tabor Academy, from which he graduated

and Mattapoisett Boy Scout Troop 53 
came together to help the Mattapoisett 
Land Trust.

The NBSO is back with another fantastic virtual 
concert! Join us on March 20 from the comfort of your 
own home as we safely place 23 musicians, Music 
Director Yaniv Dinur, and guest pianist Joseph Joubert 
on stage at The Z for a virtual performance featuring 
four generations of leading African American composers. 
The concert also features a collaboration with the New 
Bedford Historical Society, who will share their extensive 
resources on the Nathan and Polly Johnson House and 
Frederick Douglass’ time in New Bedford. 

The orchestra opens with Jessie Montgomery’s 
Banner, a brilliant rendition of the national anthem 
interwoven with Lift Every Voice and Sing — often called 
the Black national anthem.
